which could inapire unessiness ia tha Rus- 
aian advanco in Contral Asia, and against 
this defonsive measures have been taken 
that must damp the urdour of the war-party 
at Bt, Peteraburg. A good denl of capita] 
is made by political froo-lances ont of an 
weaknesa of England's navy and skeleton 
charactor of hec army ; but we scarcely ever | 
hear p word in praise ef tho splendid 
troope which garrison India und which form 
the real resurva of strength. And yot overy 
year great strides are mado in raiding 
tho army in India, both European and 
native, to that high pituh of efficiency which 
Lord Wolseley apeaks of as so dosirable in 
the home services. British regiments 
mustering over 1,000 bayonels on parade 
ean be seen in noarly all our canton: 
ments, and side by side with thew! 
atand the native battalions recruited to

full strongth and of a physique which 
cannot be improved upon.
